Claim 4 has been canceled. Claims 1-3 and 5-17 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

- Claims 1-3 and 5-17 are allowed. 

- The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 9 and 12: As pointed out by applicant on pages 6-9 in applicant’s 
argument, the cited references fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination 
including: each of the choke orifice, the inlet orifice and outlet orifice including a flow area 
smaller than any of the plurality of flow passages.
